The 
grounds givei. by the Court for its refusal 
are that the l.'Ud is now in li i^'aiion before 
Ibe .ludici.il Couimiiiee of iho Privy Coun- 
cil ; and as that court hu-^ full jiowcr to aend 
here and colled cvidei-.ce and lako steps in 
the matter, the conri here does not deem it 
advisable toiniorfere.

There was no evi- 
dence before ihe Court to show that the Privy 
Council were aware of tlio difficulties it 
would involve purchasers in, provided Ihe 
Compnnv coniinucd to sell.
